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HISTORY OF THE CENTRAL ORPHANAGE 
OF NORTH CAROLINA 


In August, 1882, The Colored Orphanage Association was formed 
in Henderson, North Carolina, by members of the Shiloh and Wake 
Associations. The idea was presented by Dr. Augustus Shepard, who 
noticed during his travel throughout the state the large number of 
homeless, neglected children. 


At a later meeting the Association set out to find a suitable loca- 
tion for the prospective orphan home. Many difficulties were en- 
countered and in October, 18838, a farm of twenty-three acres located 
one and one-half miles from Oxford on the Raleigh Road, was obtain- 
ed for $1565.00. One-half of the price was paid at the time possession 
was given. The Orphanage was named the “Grant Colored Asylum.” 


The Grant Orphanage Asylum ceased to exist in 1887 when “‘The 
Colored Orphanage Asylum of N. C.” was incorporated. The members 
of the board were Rev. Augustus Shepard, Rev. Joshua Perry, Rev. 
W. A. Patillo, Rev. Isaac Alston, Rev. J. W. Levy, Mr. M. F. Thornton, 
Mr. H. E. Long, Mr. Henry Hester and Honorable H. P. Cheatham. 


The Orphanage was incorporated as a non-denominational insti- 
tution to receive children deprived of their parents and means of sup- 
port, and to train them along religious, moral and industrial lines in 
order to fit them for useful law-abiding citizens. 


When the Orphanage was known as the “Grant Orphanage” Rev. 
Joshua Perry was elected its first superintendent and Rev. W. A. Pa- 
tillo was named General Agent. The Rev. Perry served for one year 
and was succeeded by Miss Bessie Hockin, a Canadian woman, who 
served from 1884 to 1886. Miss Hockin not only served without salary, 
but also donated her furniture to the orphan home. She had no income 
of her own and lived only by faith. It was during that time that Mr. 
Henry Hester, of Oxford, volunteered to pay all bills contracted in 
providing food for the orphans. Mr. Hester acted as Treasurer of the 
Orphanage until his death in 1901. 


Rev. W. A. Patillo served as superintendent for the year 1886- 
1887. It was during his administration that Mrs. Adline Cogwell be- 
came connected with the institution as matron. Mrs. Cogwell not only 
received no pay, but worked to help support the children of the insti- 
tution. 


In 1887 the Board of Directors elected Rev. Robert Shepard 
superintendent without promise of remuneration. Rev. M. C. Ransom 
gave board to the new superintendent until a three-room house could 
be enlarged. The enlarged building served as the superintendent’s 
home, boys’ dormitory, dining room and kitchen. A few years later a 
girls’ dormitory was built, and near it a laundry building was built. 

According to data received from the superintendent’s report of 
1902-1903, a forty-four acre farm was purchased in 1895 at the cost 
of $1,440. A little later an adjoining lot of four acres was bought. In 
1898 one acre of land located directly in front of the Orphanage prop- 
erty was brought. On this land a home for the superintendent was 
erected. It was a frame structure consisting of nine rooms. A small 
store room in the hore was used for storage of clothing. Shoes were 
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kept in an outhouse located in the yard of the superintendent’s home. 
A few years later a donation of three acres of land on which was lo- 
cated a well built house, was gratefully received. There were on hand 
numerous applications for admittance that had been deferred because 
of lack of space. On Thanksgiving Day, 1908, twenty young children 
and a matron moved into this new home, since space was made avail- 
able for the new children. 


Donations from Mr. B. N. Duke, churches, associations and fra- 
ternal orders were received yearly. Produce from the farm supplied 
the table, and cotton and corn were grown for the market. The pro- 
ceeds from these sales helped greatly in meeting current obligations. 
The legislature of the State of North Carolina appropriated $5,000 
yearly to the institution. This amount was increased to $10,000 during 
Rev. Shepard’s administration. Rev. Shepard resigned his position at 
Oxford in 1907 in order to help with the establishment of the Orphan- 
age in Forsyth County near Winston-Salem, North Carolina. 


Mr. H. P. Cheatham, ex-Congressman and a member of the origi- 
nal board of incorporators, succeeded Rev. Shepard as superintendent. 
Mr. Cheatham served as superintendent from 1907-1935. In keeping 
with progressive ideas brick buildings were constructed during his ad- 
ministration to replace the original frame buildings. The bricks were 
made on the Orphanage grounds by the boys. The buildings erected 
were a boys’ dormitory, girls’ dormitory, chapel, dining room, laundry, 
and dormitory for small boys. The Angier B. Duke School and Office 
Building were erected during this time, a gift of Mr. B. N. Duke. The 
farm acreage was increased until it reached the size of 400 acres. 


The Orphanage was re-incorporated in 1927 under the name “The 
Colored Orphanage of North Carolina.” The following were named to 
the board of directors: M. F. Thornton, M. C. Ransom, J. W. Levy, 
J. C. Jeffries, J. E. Shepard, N. A. Cheek, Alex Peace, G. C. Shaw. 


Under the act of re-incorporation it was authorized that the Gov- 
ernor of North Carolina would appoint five white men of Granville 
County as members of the board of directors. 


In 1935 Mr. H. P. Cheatham died, and his son Charles succeeded 
him as superintendent. Mr. Charles Cheatham served for two years. 
At the end of the period he resigned to accept work in a northern city. 


Mr. T. K. Borders was elected superintendent in February, 1937. 
His program emphasized the improvement of living conditions; special 
attention was given to health, diet, discipline and play. During the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Borders many improvements were made in the 
physical plant among which may be mentioned the installation of a 
heating plant in the boys’ dormitory, addition of laundry equipment 
and also sewer connection with the main sewer system of the city of 
Oxford. On October 15, 1940, Superintendent Borders died. The Or- 
phanage was directed by its Assistant Superintendent, Mr. C. A. Al- 


ston until March 1, 1941, when Mr. T. A. Hamme was elected super- 
intendent. | 


Mr. Hamme found at the Colored Orphanage a definite need for 
continued physical and cultural improvements and the development of 
a definite vocational and recreational program. During his adminis- 
tration considerable progress was made along these lines, and efforts 
were made to have the institution meet standards set by other educa- 
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tional institutions of the state. Buildings were screened and the in- 
teriors renovated. A new modern dairy barn, stable, shop and super- 
intendent’s home were erected. 


In 1946 a special financial campaign was begun to secure funds 
for an expansion program which included remodeling of the girls’ 
dormitory, new boys’ dormitory, vocational building, girls’ cottage and 
infirmary. 

The loss of the boys’ dormitory by fire on March 20, 1948, necessi- 
tated the use of all available funds to replace the building. This dor- 
mitory was known as the Robert Shepard Building. The citizens of the 
entire state of North Carolina and elsewhere contributed their finan- 
ces to make possible the new Robert Shepard Building, which has been 
in use since 1949. 

Emphasis has been placed on the development of the individual 
child to his fullest potentialities. A scholarship fund has been estab- 
lished by Robert Shepard, Oxford mortician, to enable those children 
who have ability to continue their training above the high school level. 
Under this program ten children have completed courses of study be- 
yond the high school level. t 


There have been improvements made in the establishment of a 
well-rounded vocational program. The Carver Vocational Building, 
given by the New Farmers of America, was put in use in 1950. The 
boys are taught shoe repairing, farming, dairying, general repairing 
and care of the lawns. This training is given through work experience. 

The development of a full time sewing department greatly reduc- 
ed the cost of clothing and furnishes the main part of the vocational 
training for girls. In addition, the girls are taught laundering, cook- 
ing and general housekeeping. 


Though there has been no full-time director of recreational ac- 
tivities, there is a realization of the important part that this activity 
plays in the child’s growth. More opportunities for play and socializ- 
ing minimize the behavior problems of the group. The program is in a 
stage of development, and at the present time free play, movies, bus 
rides, outings, ball games, Boy Scouts programs, band and choral ac- 
tivities are the main recreational features. 


On April 15, 1951, Superintendent Hamme died. D. O. Leather- 
berry was appointed by the Board of Directors as acting Superinten- 
dent until August 31, at which time Reverend T. H. Brooks was elect- 
ed Superintendent and began his duties September 1, 1951. The steady 
progress of the past decade is being continued with emphasis on all 
needs of the children. 

The present objective of the Orphanage is to provide physical 
care, individual understanding of the child and his problems, and to 
give training to enable the child to become an asset to the society in 
which he must live. Consequently, greater care is given to the selec- 
tion of children in order to reduce the number of unhealthy and men- 
tally defective that have been frequently admitted. The children’s 
health has been very good, accentuated by the fact that there have 
been no deaths or serious illnesses for a number of years. 

The institution is continuing to expand its facilities in the effort 


to meet the ever increasing need for its service in keeping with pres- 
ent day trends. More than $1,000,000.00 has been raised and spent from 
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contributions alone for improvements of a permanent nature during 
the administration of Reverend Brooks. The following lists a few of 
such accomplishments, new and modern bathrooms in the girls’ dormi- 
tory; new heating plants in school building, girls’ dormitory and little 
boys’ dormitory, complete renovation of Cheatham Building which 
houses the auditorium and dining room; complete renovation of little 
boys’ dormitory and Angier B. Duke School Building and the building 
of the freezer locker. The Annie Rogers Cottage has been rebuilt and 
provides housing for a staff member. 


In the fall of 1961 a new one-family dwelling unit, known as The 
Gregory Cottage, was completed on the institution’s campus. This unit 
constructed of brick veneer, consists of five rooms and bath and was 
erected for the use of the institution’s assistant superintendent and his 
family. The cottage is named in honor of the Jate Mr. Francis Greg- 
ory of Leamington, Ontario, Canada, who had great interest in the 
Colored Orphanage and was a native of Granville County, North 
Carolina. 


By an act of the 1965 State Legislature, the name of the Colored 


Orphanage of North Carolina was changed to the Central Orphanage 
of North Carolina. 


During 1967 a gymtorium was erected on the Central Orphanage 
campus. A dual-purpose structure, it accommodates adequate seating 
space for large gatherings, and also serves as a Recreation Center for 
the institution. This facility was built at a cost of oe 000.00 
excluding equipment. 

The Reverend Dr. T. H. Brooks, Superintendent, died on June 17, 
1968. An interim Committee composed of H. V. Bryant, Assistant 
Superintendent, and Mrs. J. H. McDougle, Budget Officer, was named 
by the Board of Directors to be responsible for the institution’s im- 
mediate operation pending the election of a successor to the late Dr. 
Brooks. 

H. V. Bryant, Assistant Superintendent, was named by the Board 
of Directors to the position of Superintendent February 11, 1969.

Gentlemen: 


The fiscal year beginning July 1, 1968 and ending June 30, 1969 
has been one of challenge. As Acting Superintendent to February 11, 
1969 and since that time with the full responsibilities of Superin- 
tendent, I have faced this challenge with a sense of humility. I 
appreciate your confidence and at all times I shall give my best 
efforts toward strengthening and improving these facilities for the 
girls and boys of North Carolina who are needing group-care services. 


Total income for the year was $200,175.75, of which $188,589.16 
was used for current operations. Income for capital improvements was 
$9,163.10; and for scholarship purposes we received $1,646.17. General 
contributions for all funds totaled $49,177.35 and the Duke Endow- 
ment contribution amounted to $31,429.33. 


We have retired three of the notes payable due on the gymtorium, 
totaling $15,000.00. The outstanding indebtedness is now $15,000.00. 
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The 1969 Legislature increased the grant-in-aid from $86,000.00 to 
$100,000.00 for each year of the coming biennium. Salary increments 
and the increasing cost of operation will quickly absorb the additional 
revenue. We are grateful for this aid; however, it is necessary to 
continue every available effort to secure contributions to supplement 
the cost of current operations and for capital improvements. 


We are giving much time to strengthening the child development 
program, to allow the children adequate opportunities to develop self- 
reliance and individuality. We would aim to have the children become 
greater participants in the community activities, with the ultimate 
goal of lessening the shock the child receives when discharged from 
the institution. Through the summer school program in cooperation 
with ESEA, children are receiving remedial aid in basic subject mat- 
ter. We have allowed qualified students to participate in all high 
school related activities, including driver education. Children are par- 
ticipating in the Oxford city-wide recreation program, 4-H Club and — 
other community youth activities. 


To provide motivation in industrial training, we are initiating 
a policy to permit students in eleventh grade and above to work in the 
city on jobs relating to training given on the campus, or to the child’s 
special aptitudes. One boy is working in a local shoe shop. We hope 
that other students will qualify for this type of experience. 


With the capital improvement and scholarship funds, we are 
depositing monies not needed for immediate use in interest accounts. 
This additional revenue, though not a very large amount, will be use- 
ful when such funds are expended for specified purposes. 

The cooperation of all who made the year a success is appreciated.

BAND 


During the past year, our Concert and Marching Band continued 
to show improvement and progress. We were able to continue to 
create the interest of students toward learning to play musical in- 
struments. 


Our membership fell slightly below the number of the preceding 
year; nevertheless, through hard work, practice, dedication, and ap- 
plication of musical ability, we were able to have one of the best bands 
we have had in years. The students, realizing they were small in 
number, put forth more effort and concentration in order to achieve 
such a goal. 


The participation of our band in many programs across the state 
proved enjoyable to many people. Such programs included a concert 
at The Eaton-Johnson Elementary School, Henderson, N. C., and The 
Annual Masonic and Davie Educational Union Pienic, Mocksville, N. 
C. The Band also participated in the Homecoming parade of the Hen- 
derson Institute, Henderson, N. C. During the holiday season, the 
band participated in Christmas parades in Franklinton, N. C., as well 
as here in Oxford, N. C. We gave concerts here at home in our gym- 
torium several times during the past year. 


I have enjoyed working with band the past year, and because of 
the cooperation given me by the band members, I am anxiously antici- 
pating another successful year with the band. 


CHOIR 


Our choir, under the direction of Mrs. B. J. Mayes, had another 
successful year.

RECREATION 


Our recreation program is an ever-growing, and expanding pro- 
gram here at the institution. The children have really discovered an 
outlet for the energy they have in our recreation program. They learn 
to participate as a group in various activities, learn good sportsmen- 
ship, and learn the significance of good leadership. We have different 
programs set up for the many different age groups. 

We have movies on alternate Monday nights for those who care 
to attend. A social is planned for the teenage boys and girls twice 
monthly. They are entertained with such activities as table tennis, 
checkers, badminton and bingo. They always enjoy refreshments and 
dancing at these events. 

For the younger children, socials and parties are given on such 
holidays as Valentine’s Day, Christmas, Halloween and others. 
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We had a boys’ basketball team and for the first time in some 
years we had a girls’ basketball team. Neither team had a winning 
season, however the games played provided many thrills for fans of 
the institution and for the boys and girls themselves. Both teams won 
one game and lost nine games. The boy’s team, even with its poor 
record, made for the first time in the history of the institution, a post- 
season basketball tournament. This tournament was the Fall-Line 
Tournament held annually in Franklinton, N. C. We lost our game in 
the tournament but we were able to place one of our star players, Den- 
nis Wilkerson, as guard on the all-tournament team. He received a 
small trophy for this honor. The basketball team, the past year 
stimulated interest in those who didn’t participate in basketball previ- 
ously but are now looking forward to playing on the team the coming 
year. For this reason we are hoping to have a better team during the 
forthcoming season. 


We also have in line of recreation such activities as horseshoes, 
croquet, touch football, softball, little league baseball, marbles and 
many more. 


I would like to express my sincere gratitude and appreciation 
for the interest, support and encouragement given me by Mr. H. V. 
Bryant, Superintendent, and other staff members whose cooperation 
made the past year a success.

I am grateful for the opportunity to submit to you the report of 
activities of the clothing department for the year July 1, 1968 through

With the material received from the various churches, associa- 
tions, department stores, and through individual gifts, we were able 
to make one-hundred and thirty-one garments. These garments in- 
cluded dresses; (sizes 6—16), blouses and ladies suits and many other 
items. We received from the Cone Mills Corporation a large quantity 
of denim and outing material this past year and we were able to make 
from this contribution a large number of house-coats, winter gowns, 
pants for the summer months, suits for school wear, aprons and many 
other useful items. A large supply of thread was made available for 
our use by Mrs. Olivia Glenn, Gastonia, N. C. This also served to help 
our sewing project for the year.

We have tried to plan meals in the better interest of the children. 


We try to serve a nutritional, adequate and agreeable diet for each 
child. 


We have fifteen girls who help us in the dining room. They are 
taught to prepare and serve food as attractively as possible. Cleanli- 
ness, orderliness and sanitation are stressed at all times. 


Due to unfavorable weather conditions this past summer, our 
garden did not yield as much produce. We keenly felt its results in 
the food handling department. Large quantities of food are needed to 
feed \143 children and the staff members daily. When we are unable 
to raise our food, the expenses of this department are higher. However 
we were able to preserve through canning the following:

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REPORT OF THE FARM MANAGER 


To: Mr. H. V. Bryant, Superintendent 


It affords me great pleasure to report the work of this depart- 
ment for the year 1968-69, and to thank the farm personnel and 
students for their fine cooperation in helping to make this a profit- 
able year. 


The weather is a main factor in our production and due to drought 
this year our crops were severely cut. However, we were able to pro- 
duce 300 tons of silage and 1,200 bushels of corn for grain. Our feed 
program included 18 acres of permanent pasture and 4 acres of tem- 
porary pasture. 


Following is a list of foods which were harvested this year: 


35 bushels lima beans 
46 bushels string beans 
4 bushels beets 
3 bushels okra 
106 bushels mixed greens 
54 bushels squash 
140 bushels tomatoes 
20 bushels onions 
6 bushels garden peas 
5 bushels turnips 
135 bushels white potatoes 
150 bushels sweet potatoes 
205 dozens corn 
400 pounds cabbage 
50 bushels field peas 


We also harvested a large quantity of fruit this year including 40 
bushels pears and 123 bushels apples. There were 460 water-melons 
and cantaloupes raised during the year. 

The institution’s farm crop consisted of 422 acres of tobacco land. 
Students on the farm greatly assisted in the feeding and caring for 
the cattle and swine. They rendered valuable service in the butchering 
ae curing of 10,364 pounds of pork, which produced 1,200 pounds of 
ard. 


At present we have 18 brood sows, 1 boar and 46 pigs and shoats.

Our herd averaged more than ten thousand pounds of milk per 
cow. 


We 
took two heifers that received prizes. 
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We attended the County Show and took four heifers; they too 
received prizes. 
Our major aim is to upgrade our herd and produce more grade A 
milk.

BARBER SHOP DEPARTMENT REPORT

I am truly grateful to all the members of the staff for their splen- 
did cooperation during the year to make the work of the Barber Shop 
a success. 

The students are taught the use of each instrument. Then the 
theory of sterilization of instruments and practical work of barbering 
is taught each student. All of the boys at the institution profited by 
this program in that they report to the shop for haircuts. We had six 
boys who were learning the trade. 

The class is taught for a period of two hours for two nights per 
week. The shop operates on a part-time basis. 

In addition to serving the needs of the boys of the institution the 
Barbering Department offers vocational training and inspiration. 
Students leaving the orphanage have gone into the field of barbering 
and some eventually own their own business. 

We sincerely appreciate the cooperation of everyone in making the 
work here most successful during the past year.

To: Mr. H. V. Bryant, Superintendent 

We are grateful for the privilege of expressing appreciation to 
you and your staff for the cooperation received during the past year 
in helping to make the work of the shoe shcop department a success. 

This department operates two nights per week, sixteen hours per 
month. We had seven interested young boys who made progress in 
learning the trade, and who are doing a very fine job. The boys re- 
ceive training in machine care, construction of shoes, the proper names 
of tools and how to use them, and how to compare the different grades 
of leather. 

These boys helped to take care of all the repair work of the insti- 
tution including such work as half-soles, rips, heels, overshoes, hand- 
bags and football equipment. 
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We would like to extend our thanks to Mr. Bryant for this 
thoughtfulness in placing a boy, Thomas Pearson, from the Central 
Orphanage in a shoe shop in the city for the week-ends; under the 
directions of his instructor. I am very proud to state that this boy is 
doing a fine job, and seems to take more pride in shoe repair, shoe 
shines, and serving customers.

ANGIER B. DUKE SCHOOL REPORT 


To: Mr. H. V. Bryant, Superintendent 


The school is responsible for providing the more definitely or- 
ganized and planned experiences which educate the child. It cannot 
be successful unless the home, the church, and the community do its’ 
Share to guide the child’s learning. Children are dependent on these 
three organizations for they are not miniature adults, but are indi- 
viduals with their own rights, needs, interests and capacities. 


Their learning is a personal experience. A child must learn for 
himself. This task the teacher cannot do for him. Children, even those 
whose sensory facilities are in tact, vary in activity. They not only 
learn different things in different ways, they learn in different 
modes at various stages of their development. Since learning is per- 
sonal, each child must have the opportunity in his environment to be 
personally involved in the learning situation. Knowing this, we no 
longer expect all children to need the same things, have the same 
interests, and capacities. 


To a great extent interest depends on the self-concept of the child, 
therefore; the school, the home and the community must provide op- 
portunities for children to have many first-handed and multisensory 
experiences. Sometimes we find children who are not interested in 
anything. We must then help to build a background of meaningful 
experiences in order to build interests. 


The ESEA, through its Institutional Programs, is helping boys 
and girls in this institution to become more interest conscious. As the 
child becomes more interest-conscious, he will learn. 


The total enrollment for our school was two hundred and forty- 
three. We had only one drop-out. Two hundred and thirty-three of the 
boys and girls who started to school in September remained in school 
for the entire school year. Two hundred and six, or eighty-eight per 
cent of the membership, made sufficient progress to be promoted. 
Children who were not promoted, made some progress at their own 
rate of speed. 


Each year we work to improve some area in the school program. 
This year the area was reading. It was interesting to observe that 
some children made one and one-half years progress in reading while 
others made less than a year’s progress. However, each child pro- 
gressed at his own rate of speed. 


We are especially grateful to you, Mr. Bryant, for your loyal 
support and interest in the school program.
